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SUMMARY OF AMENDMENT (015204):  Designates Bridge No. 60-245-210, which 
is located on State Route 245 (Campbellsville Pike) at its intersection with Scott’s Mill Road in 
Maury County as the Southport Community Bridge and directs the Department of Transportation 
(TDOT) to manufacture and erect suitable signs.  Designating signs shall be erected only if the 
cost of the manufacture and installation of such signs is paid to TDOT by Maury County within 
one year of the effective date of this bill.
